Honors to Garfield. 
Wasutneton, February 27. 
The following is Mr. Blaine's speech 
delivered to-day: 
Mr. Preswpent:—Fer the second 
time in this generation the great De-

partments of the United States are as- 


sembled in tbe Hall of Representa- 
tives to do honor to the memory of a 
murdered President. Lincoln fell at 
the close of a mighty struggle in 
which the passions of men had been 
deeply stirred. The tragical termina- 
tion of his great life added another 
to the lengthened succession of hor- 
rors which had marked too many !Iin- 
tels with the blood of the first-born. 
Garfield was slain in a day of peace, 
when brother had been reconciled to 
| brother, aad when anger and hate had 


been banished from the land. Who- 
ever shall hereafter draw the portrait 
of the murder, if he will show how it 
has been exhibited where such an ex- 
ample was last have been looked 
for, let dim not give the grim visage 
of Moloch, the brow kuitted by re- 
venge, the face black with settled 
bate. Let him draw rather a deoo- 
rous, smooth faced, bloodless demon, 
not so much an example of human na- 
ture in its depravity, and in its parox- 
isms of crime, as an infernal being, a 
fiend in the ordinary display and de- 
velopment of bis character. 


GARFIELD's YOUTH 


Was one of privation, but bis poverty 
has been made indelicately and un- 
justly prominent. Thousands of read- 
ers have imagined him as the ragged, 
starving child whose reality toa often 
greets the eye in the squalid sections 
of our large cities. General Garfield's 
infancy and youth bad none of their 
destitution, nove of their pitiful ap- 
pealing to the tender heart —to the 
open hand of charity. He was in the 
same sense in which Henry Clay was 
a poor boy, in which Andrew Jackson 
was u poor boy, in which Daniel Web- 
ster was a poor boy, in the same sense 
in which a large majority of the emi- 
nent men of America in all genera- 
tions have been poor boys. fore a 
great multitude Mr. Webster once said: 
“It did not happen to me to be born in 
a log cabin, but my elder brothers aud 
sisters were, and were raised amid the 
snow-drifts of New Hampshire, at a 
period so early that whtn the smoke 
rose first from the crude chimney and 
curled over the frozen hills, there was 
no similar evidence of white habita- 
tation between it and settlements on 
the rivers of Canada. Its remains still 
exist. I make to it an annual visit. 
I carry my children to it to teach 
them the hardships endured by gene- 
rations which have gone before them.“ 
I love to dwell on the tender recollec- 
tions, kindred ties, dignity and earn- 
estness of this speech. In Garfield's 
mature life he gave evidence of this 
training. At 18 years of age he was 
able to teach school, and thenceforth 
his ambition was to obtain a college 
education. To this end he bent all 
his efforts, working in the harvest 
field, at the carpenter’s bench, and in 
the Winter season teaching. While 
thus laboriously occupied he found 
time to prosecute his studies, and was 
so successful that at 22 he was able to 
enter the junior class at Williams, 
then under the Presidency of the ven- 
erable and all honored Mark Hopkins, 
who, in the fullest of his powers, sur- 
vived the eminent pupil, to whom he 
was of inestimable service. The bis- 
tory of Garfield's life to this period 
presents no rew feature. He had un- 
doubtedly shown perséverante, self- 
reliance, self-sacrifice and ambition, 
qualities which, be it said to the bonor 
of our country, are everywhere to be 
fouod among the young men of Amer- 
ica. But from ion at Wil- 
liams dh ward to the hour of his tragi- 
cal death, Garfield’s career was emi- 
pent and exceptional. Slowly work- 
ing through bis educational period, 
receiving his diploma when years

AS A DEBATER 


On an issue squarely joined, where the 
position had been chosen and the 
ground laid out, Garfield must be as- 
signed a very high rank, more so, per- 
haps, than any man with whom he 
was associated in public life. He gave 
careful and systematic study to public 
questions, and he came t) every dis- 
eussion in which he to»xk part with 
—— preparations. He was a 
steady and indefatigable worker. 
Those who imagine that genius or tal- 
ent can supply the place or achieve 
the results of labor will find no en- 
couragement in Garfield’s life. In 
preliminary he was apt, rapid and 
skillful. He possessed in a bigh de- 
— the power of absorbing ideas and 
| acts, and, like, Dr. Johnson, had the 
art of getting from a bcok all that 
was of value in it by a reading appar- 
ently so quick and cursory that it 
seemed like a mere glance at the table 
of contents. He was preeminently a 
fair and candid man ia debate, took 
no petty advantages, stooped to no 
unwortby methods, avoided persona! 
altercation, rarely appealed to preju- 
dice, did not seek to inflame passion. 
He had a quicker eye for the strong 
points of his adversary than for bis 
weak points, and on his own side he so 
marshaled his weighty arguments as to 
make his hearers forget any lack in 
the complete strength of his position. 
He hada habit of stating his oppo- 
nent’s side with such aptitude of 
fairness and much significance. 
Those unfamiliar with Garfield's iu- 
dustry, and ignorant of the details of 
his work, may in some degree measure 
them by the annals of Congress. No 
one of the generation of public men 
to which he belonged has contributed 
much that will be talvable for future 
reference. 
HIS SPEECHES 


Are numerous, many of them bril- 
liant, all of them well studied, care- 
fully phrased, and exhaustive of the 
subject it had under consideration; 
Collected from the pages of ninety 
royal octavo volumes of Congressional! 
records, they would present an invalu- 
able compendium of the political his- 
tory of the most important era through 
which the National Government has 
fever passed. When war legislation, 
measures of reconstruction, protection 
of human rights, amendments to the 
Constitution, maintaining public credit, 
steps toward resumption, true theo- 
ties of revenue may be reviewed, 
nusurrounded by prejudice and disas- 
sociated from partisanism, the spee ch- 
es of Garfield will be esteemed at their 
true value, and will de found to con- 
tain & vast magazine of fact and argu- 
ment—of clear analysis and sound 
conclusion. Indeed, if no other au- 
thority were aacessable, his speeches 
in the House of Representatives from 
December, 1803, to June, 1888, would 
give a well connected history anda 
complete defense of the important 
legislation of seventeen eventful years 
that constitute his Parliamentary life.

While not predicted or anticipated, 
was not a surprise tothe conntry. 
His promineoce in Congress, his solid 
qualities, his wide reputation, 
strengthened by his then recent elec- 
tion as Senator from Ohio, kept him 
in the public eyes as a man occupy- 
ing the very highest range among 
those entitled to be called statesmen. 
It was not mere chance that brought 
him this high honor. “We must,” 
says Mr. Emerson, “reckon succees a 
constitutional trait.
